Pointed Paragraphs On College 
Questions. 

QBRBRAL. 

Brethren who were German 
Baptist Trustees, should use the 
first person, plural, when sneak- 
ing of that management. We 
will look better than they in that 
connection. 

German Baptist brethren 
ehonld not say the Progressives 
stole the College from them for 
two reasons : 

1st. Because those who are 
now progressive paid most at 
first. Oat of 115,000 reported to 
the Auditor in 1878, only |2,125, 
was paid by persons now in tbe 
German Baptist Church. 

2nd. Tbe German Baptist 
Brethren have never been de- 
prived of any right. 

The Progressive Brethren have 
paid in about $14,000 since they 
have been in charge. 

It is sometimes asked how it is 
that the debt is not less now than 
in 1884, it no much has been paid. 
The answer is that the com- 
pound interest of 140,000 to- 
gether with the few hundred 
lost on .the school smounts to 
more than the sum paid. 

Brethren must bear in mind 
that tbe promise to refund dona- 
tions does net apply to sums sent 
iu before March 16th, 1888, when 
the receiver was appointed.

This little honk is hardly second in 
importance tu any of the larger books 
of tbe same author. "It uiakes the 
Bible read like a romance, like a new 
book," is tbe testimony of one who baa 
tried It. It given 306 brief Bible read- 
ings for daily home worship, or dailr 
prayer meetings, or daily personal 
reading, arranged to begin at any time, 
traversing the whole Bible In a year, 
in chronological order.' The psalms, 
prophecies and eplat'es are introduced 
where they will tight up the history 
*nd be lighted up hy it. Tbe readlnga 
consist of selected passages, requiring 
about Ave minutes dally for readiug. 
omitted portions being concisely sum- 
marized to preserve tbe connection, 
with brief explanatory notes, and an 
appendix containing ''Bible Markings" 
by tbe author and by Mr Moodv and 
others, and a veral pages of "Helps to 
Extemporaneous Prayer." The book 
ia full of topics for sermons and prater 
meetings, but its best use Is as a cheap 
manual for uniting a whole church or 
Sabbath school or As*ociatlo» In daily 
Bible reading.
